Koeman: This was a wake-up 
call, we have to defend better 



RONALD Koeman admitted 
Saints have been given a 
wake-up call following their 
3-0 defeat against Everton. 

The Saints boss said he was not an¬ 
gry with his team after but certainly 
appeared disappointed to see them 
concede via a break from their at¬ 
tacking corner for the second week 
in a row, writes Adam Leitch. 

That goal put Saints on the back 
foot against Everton and things 
didn’t get much better as they ended 
up following up last week’s 2-2 draw 
at Newcastle with a heavy defeat at 
St Mary’s. 

Koeman said: “The set-pieces we 
gave a lot of attention at set-pieces. 

“Normally defensively we are de¬ 
fending very good. 

“I think Southampton was last 
year the best team in the Premier 
League. I think there was no direct 
goal about corner kicks against us. 

“But you have to know if we have 
a corner kick we need a good organi¬ 
sation, we need reaction. 

“Then we can’t let them score 
the second goal because that’s not 
good.” 

There were plenty of errors from 
Saints again, at both ends of the 
pitch. 

When asked what went wrong 
against the Toffees, Koeman replied: 
“Too much, too much in the first 
half. 

“I think we gave them too much 
space to play, too much space be¬ 
tween the lines, and you know if 
you give Everton that space to play 
football between the lines then you 
get difficulties. 

“Maybe the best example to tell 
about what happened in the first 
half was two times a corner kick 
and one goal and one chance. 

“You can’t do that kind of mistakes 
on this level. 

“Already received the goal the 2-1 
against Newcastle about an offen¬ 
sive corner kick and today the sec¬ 
ond goal and then you know it’s very 
difficult to come back in the game.” 


Saints now move on to prepare for 
the Europa League tie against FC 
Midtjylland on Thursday 
The Danish champions travel to St 
Mary’s for the first leg before Saints 
go looking for a first Premier League 
win of the campaign at Watford. 

They will certainly have to pro¬ 
duce an improved performance, and 


Koeman has acknowledged that. 

“Maybe we need to bring more at¬ 
tention in a better reaction when 
this happens,” said Koeman, re¬ 
ferring to those counter attacking 
goals conceded from set-pieces. 

“Normally if the opponent let one 
player in front we like to have one 
in his back and one in front of the 


player. 

“That’s small details but very 
important ones and we have to im¬ 
prove because you can lose and you 
can win games about set pieces. 

“If you don’t score in offensive set 
pieces that we don’t receive at least 
the goal behind. We have to talk 
about that.”

SAINTS are still 
searching for their 
first Premier League 
win of the season af¬ 
ter suffering a heavy 
home defeat at the 
hands of Everton. 

Ronald Koeman’s men fol¬ 
lowed up their opening day 
2-2 draw at Newcastle with 
a 3-0 reverse in their first 
league game of this cam¬ 
paign St Mary’s. 

Before kick-off Saints cel¬ 
ebrated the life of former 
owner Markus Liebherr, five 
years after his passing, but 
they were second best for 
most of the match and now 
must switch their attentions 
back to the Europa League 
before a trip to Watford to 
search for three points. 

Matt Targett found him¬ 
self in the book after just six 
minutes of the game. 

It was a sensible one to take 
for the team with Romelu 
Lukaku having stormed 
away and about to break into 
the area. The Saints left back 
slid in and took him out a 
yard outside the box on the 
top left corner. 

Ross Barkley took the free 
kick but it clipped off the top 
of the wall and went over. 

The tone of the opening 
stages of the game was al¬ 
ready set with both teams 
looking comfortable on the 
ball, Saints having more 
pressure but Everton look¬ 
ing very dangerous with 
their pace and power on the 
break. 

Sadio Mane almost got in 
for Saints on 12 minutes but 
as he caught the ball he had 
just reached the by-line and 
so his shot from a very tight 
angle went behind. Moments 
later Dusan Tadic had an ef¬ 
fort charged down after Gra¬ 
ziano Pelle guided a far post 
header back to him.

Saints made an attacking 
change on 72 minutes with 
Jay Rodriguez coming on for 
Shane Long. 


A piece of magic almost 
got Saints back into it as 
Mane tried a speculative ef¬ 
fort from 25 yards out which 
was well struck and forced 
Howard to dive to his right 
to turn wide. 

Saints made a final switch 
with James Ward-Prowse re¬ 
placing Steven Davis while 
Steven Naismith came on for 
Kone for Everton. 

The Toffees wrapped up 
the win with six minutes re¬ 
maining by making it 3-0. 

Everton worked the ball 
across the face of the area 
from the right all the way to 
Barkley on the other side. 


He took a touch to move in¬ 
side onto his right foot and 
curled an unstoppable finish 
into the opposite top corner. 

That pretty much rounded 
off a miserable day on the 
pitch for Saints who will be 
desperate to get three points 
on the board when they face 
Watford next Sunday fol¬ 
lowing a return to Europa 
League action on Thursday 
night.

Gosney injured as new-look AFC 
Totton lose at home to Shortwood 


Stags struggle to 
make an impact 
as Mike limps off 



KEY man Mike Gosney 
hobbled off injured as

On a hugely frustrating afternoon 
for the Stags, which saw them take 
more than hour to forces a save from

Just two Stags - Mowthorpe and 
captain Liam Hibberd - who started 
the 2-0 defeat in the corresponding 
fixture last term made manager Ste¬ 
ve Hollick’s new-look XI. 

Hollick made three changes with 
Dave Allen, Chris Manning and 
Luke Dempsey dropping out for ex- 
Salisbury defender Dan Beckles and 
youngsters Jack Attrill and Jake 
Burgess. 

The Stags grew steadily into the 
first-half but, unfortunately, two 
more-than-avoidable goals were 
conceded in eight minutes. 

It took just a 90 seconds for Wood’s 
Jake Parrott to launch a free-kick 
just into Totton territory deep into 
the right-hand side of the box where 
Joe White, a last-minute call-up fol¬ 
lowing injury to James Singh, head¬ 
ed back across goal. 

With Totton’s defence busy pick¬ 
ing their men up just outside the 
six-yard box and Mowthorpe no¬ 
where to be seen, the ball bounced 
goalwards and striker Lee seeing it 
over the line. 

With heads being scratched and 
brows furrowed among the Test- 
wood faithful, many resorted to 
palms in faces six and-a-half min¬ 
utes later when Wood won a free- 
kick on the home side’s left. 

Centre-back Haddock decided, 
audaciously, that Mowthorpe had 
stepped off his line enough to have 
cheeky stab at goal. 

The ball sailed in the air and, as 


jaws dropped, and Mowthorpe’s 
heart sunk, dropped into the net for 
2 - 0 . 

That was that for Wood’s chances 
and barring a couple of half-efforts - 
Nathaniel Sherborne volleyed wide 
and Burgess knocked one over the 
bar - the Stags were kept very quiet. 


A frustrated Craig Feeney started 
to get more of the ball to his feet as 
the half wore on and made a couple 
of decent runs and shots but, in re¬ 
ality, King was a bystander in the 
first period. 

With centre-back Tony Rolls in¬ 
jured, Taylor Edwards came on and 


tucked into midfield while Neil Wil¬ 
liams dropped back into defence in 
the second 45. 

There was little to talk of in the

Eddie’s ready for tough test 



Eddie Howe will come up against two huge influences on his career when Cherries face Liverpool on Monday night 


EDDIE Howe will be compet¬ 
ing against two of his “role 
models” when Bournemouth 
face Liverpool at Anfield on 
Monday. 

The young Bournemouth manager, 
widely considered among the most 
promising in the country, observed 
Brendan Rodgers’ methods while the 
Northern Irishman was in charge at 
Swansea before his appointment at 
Liverpool. 

As a young player he also worked 
under Sean O’Driscoll, one of his 
predecessors at Bournemouth who 
this summer became Rodgers’ new 
assistant, and there is little question 
he has been strongly influenced by 
the two. 

The three share similar philoso¬ 
phies on how football should be 
played, preferring creativity and 
possession to pragmatism or being 
direct. 

“Rodgers has been a role model, re¬ 
ally, for me,” said Howe, 37. “Someone 
you look up to and admire. I admired 
watching his Swansea teams play. 

“When you try and analyse games 
and analyse systems, and philoso¬ 
phies, he’s certainly someone that 
I’ve looked at. I respect the way he 
conducts himself as well. 

“I think he’s now building another 
Liverpool team, a new Liverpool 
team, this year, so it’ll be interesting 
to see how they do. 

“Liverpool are going to be up there 
competing in the top places in the 
league, there’s no doubt about that. 
That’s why it’s going to be one of our 
toughest games of the season. It’s 


Liverpool’s first home game of the 
season, making it even more special. 
For us, we’ve got to make sure we 
turn up.” 

O’Driscoll was appointed to replace 
Liverpool’s previous assistant man¬ 
ager, Colin Pascoe, after Rodgers 
controversially chose to reshape his 
coaching staff at the end of a disap¬ 


pointing season. 

“It won’t mean anything to me dur¬ 
ing the game because you’re working 
and you’re there to do a job and get a 
result, but it’s great to see Sean doing 
so well and at a great club like Liv¬ 
erpool, so congratulations to him on 
that move,” said Howe. 

“I thought it was nothing more than 


he deserved, really, because he’s an 
outstanding coach. 

“It’s great to see the good guys do 
well in football. I’m delighted for him 
but when we meet up it’ll be purely 
work. 

“O’Driscoll was probably hugely 
influential, without me really direct¬ 
ly knowing it.” 


Francis is 
happy not 
to hide 

SIMON Francis insists 
Cherries are perfectly 
prepared for the scrutiny of 
the world’s glare — despite 
being first under the 
Premier League’s all-seeing 
microscope. 

The 30-year-old right-back 
took up Sky’s invitation to 
join skipper Tommy Elphick 
on the settee for Goals on 
Sunday less than 24 hours 
after Cherries’ opening-day 
defeat to Aston Villa. 

Francis found himself in the 
eye of a potential storm as 
Chris Kamara ran the rule 
over substitute Rudy 
Gestede’s match-winner at 
Vitality Stadium but the 
straight-talking right-back 
was quick to shoulder the 
responsibility. 

But while it was a harsh 
lesson in how unflattering a 
multitude of camera angles 
can be, Francis reckons the 
rest of last weekend’s 
showreel is evidence that 
Cherries are ready for the 
rigours of the top flight. 

Francis said: “It is such a 
big step and even if the game 
isn’t shown live, there are still 
so many cameras there. You 
can guarantee it is being 
shown somewhere round the 
world. 

“You are under the spotlight 
and there is that added 
pressure but I thought we 
handled it well on Saturday. 

“We were lively, pressed 
high and didn’t give Villa a 
chance on the ball. I thought 
we dominated most of the 
game with our possession 
and, if anything, were 
probably a bit surprised at 
our tempo and the way we 
created chances. 

“We were guilty of not 
putting them away and it 
would have been nice to go in 
a goal up at half-time but we 
will learn from that. There 
were so many positives to 
take.” 

Meanwhile, Francis, a 
model of consistency for 
Cherries who has missed just 
five out of 128 league 
matches since manager 
Eddie Howe returned to Dean 
Court in October 2012, had 
no problem facing the 
inevitable questions over 
Villa’s goal. 

“We were disappointed to 
lose but proud of our 
performance so we were 
more than happy to go on 
and I thoroughly enjoyed it. It 
was nice to have a bit of 
banter with the presenters 
and look back at the games,” 
he added. 

“I knew they would look at 
the goal because Chris 
Kamara goes through 
everything from a defensive 
angle but there were not too 
many highlights from Villa’s 
point of view apart from the 
goal, which was good for us. 

“I had to talk through it and 
how Gestede had managed to 
get in front of me but 
hopefully, that won’t happen 
again. 

“It was a good chance to 
look back and review it. I was 
honest and held up my hands. 
All I can do is try to learn.”

First day proves true 


worth of pre-season 


THERE is an obvious danger in 
reading too much into pre-season 
results - Arsenal providing the 
perfect case in point last Sunday. 

The Gunners absolutely demolished oppo¬ 
sition in their warm-up fixtures, claiming 
five wins with an aggregate scoreline of 15-1 
to lift the Asia Trophy, the Emirates Cup and 
the Community Shield, adding further fuel 
to their already over-hyped title bid. 

But Arsenal were quickly brought down to 
earth with a lethargic, disorganised and un¬ 
derprepared display as West Ham ran riot at 
the Emirates in a 2-0 win, almost as if they 
assumed pre-season form would naturally 
manifest into a humiliation of the Hammers 
on the opening day of the campaign. 

In truth, pre-season only really prepares 
you for one game - the first one - and even 
then, it doesn’t guarantee anything. Even if 
you’re finely-tuned physically, you still need 
to rediscover that competitive spirit and cut¬ 
ting edge so vital in the Premier League. 

That’s what Chelsea lacked as they found 
themselves drawing 2-2 with Swansea City 
on their own turf last Saturday. And, while 
Arsenal can be accused of overconfidence, 
the Blues quite frankly looked a little un¬ 
dercooked, as if they were still nursing a 
hangover from their title-winning end to 
2014/15 and coming to terms with the Pre¬ 
mier League starting up again. 

Make no mistake about it, the Blues were 
lucky to claim a draw. They could have 
been left with an equal amount of egg on 
their collective face as their north London 
title rivals. Swansea were on the front foot 
from the first minute to the last and, with a 
bit more boldness and precision going for¬ 
ward, they could have taken the lead (and 
subsequently three points) after Thibaut 
Courtois’ sending off. 

Chelsea, on the other hand, scored their 
first by way of an Oscar free-kick that 
passed through everybody to trickle inside 
Lukasz Fabianski’s far post and their sec¬ 
ond via an incredibly fortunate deflection 
- a Willian cross that travelled just centi¬ 
metres before cannoning off Fernando Fed¬ 
erico’s shin and looping into an unreachable 
section of the net. 

Overall, the defending champions finished 
the match with fewer shots, fewer shots on 
target, fewer corners, fewer successful aeri¬ 
al duels and fewer tackles than the visitors, 
in what was quite simply an inferior perfor¬ 
mance. 

Looking back at the west Londoners’ 
pre-season, however, the result perhaps 
shouldn’t have caught so many by surprise. 
Chelsea, albeit facing challenging opposi¬ 
tion in Barcelona and PSG at the Interna¬ 
tional Champions Cup, and the Gunners in 
the Community Shield, didn’t win a single 
game in regulation time over the summer,

while conceding a collective nine goals in 
disturbingly un-Mourinho fashion. 

Their first fixture was also a week later 
than Arsenal, Manchester City and Man¬ 
chester United’s - perhaps the biggest cause 
of them jogging, rather than sprinting, out 
of the starting blocks. 

Of course, Saturday’s affair was just one 
game out of 38 and, in the eyes of many, Chel¬ 
sea are still title favourites. They do, after 
all, have the best player in the league, Eden 


Hazard, the best manager in the league, Jose 
Mourinho, one of the two most potent strik¬ 
ers in the league, Diego Costa, and the best 
home record over the last two seasons. 

Yet Chelsea are now already two points 
behind their biggest title rivals, Manches¬ 
ter City, and unless rapid improvements are 
made that margin will increase to five after 
facing the 2013/14 champions at the Etihad 
tomorrow. 

If Chelsea are to get anything out of their 


visit to the Etihad, their performance must 
be incomparable to last weekend’s.While 
City are raring to go, the Blues look fat¬ 
tened on their own success. 

Although the 2-2 draw can perhaps be par¬ 
doned as a typical opening weekend upset, 
there will be no room for excuses if Chelsea 
are chasing a five-point deficit by Monday 
They quickly need to rediscover their title¬ 
winning edge and their ability to claim im¬ 
portant results in important games.

HAMPSHIRE will be aiming to 
reach another quarter-final 
this week. 

After being awarded both 
points for their abandoned 
game against Glamorgan at 
Cardiff by the England and 
Wales Cricket Board, 
Hampshire are well placed to 
finish in the top four of Royal 
London One-Day Cup Group 
B.

THE big games al¬ 
ways seems to bring 
the best out in James 
Vince. 

Friday night was no excep¬ 
tion as Hampshire’s captain 
ensured his side extended 
their Finals Day appear¬ 
ances record to six, writes 
Simon Walter. 

A year after his unbeaten 
92 in last year’s quarter¬ 
final against Notts at Trent 
Bridge, Vince lit up the ca¬ 
thedral city of Worcester 
under leaden skies with a 
majestic first T20 century. 

Vince needed only 65 
balls for his 107 (13 fours, 
three sixes) as Hampshire 
amassed 196-4 - before win¬ 
ning by 17 runs on Duck- 
worth-Lewis- Stern when 
bad light forced the players 
off, with Worcestershire 58-2 
after 8.1 overs of their reply. 

It was all over when Chris 
Wood, having taken the big 
wicket of Moeen Ali and run 
out Tom Kohler-Cadmore 
with a sensational pick up 
and direct hit from short 
cover, suffered a broken 
nose as he attempted to take 
a catch at deep square leg. 

Worcestershire’s bowlers 
suffered rather more than 
a bloody nose, conceding 
88 from the first 58 balls 
against Vince and Michael 
Carberry - including 61 off 
the first six powerplay overs. 

Saeed Ajmal (0-38), the 
world’s leading T20 spin¬ 
ner, bowled two of them and 
could not contain the pair in 
difficult conditions. 

Carberry lofted the Paki¬ 
stani’s first ball for four over 
cover and the evening did 
not get any better for the off- 
spinner. 

Jack Shantry came in for 
particularly brutal treat¬ 
ment. Having conceded two 
fours off the opening over, 
the left-armer was swept 
for the first of Vince’s three 
sixes at the beginning of the 
sixth over. 

And that was after Hamp¬ 
shire’s opening pair blitzed 
four successive fours - three 


of them for Carberry against 
Joe Leach. 

Carberry, who scored a 
match-winning T20 quar¬ 
ter-final hundred against 
Lancashire two years ago, 
looked in ominous form as 
he drove, pulled and clipped 
boundaries durinthe last 
half of the fourth over. 

It was a very different sort 
of hat-trick to the one that 
Leach celebrated a week 
earlier, when he took the 
first three wickets of a Royal 
London One-Day Cup match 
against Northants. 

Carberry was run out for 


42 (28 balls, five fours) after 
Vince called for a second in 
the tenth over. 

But Adam Wheater re¬ 
sponded with a 22-ball 32. 
The first of his two fours 
came courtesy of a misfield 
at deep cover - the first 
boundary in 13 deliveries 
from Moeen - and another 
by debutant Joe Clarke al¬ 
lowed Vince to bring up 
Hampshire’s 100 from 67 
balls. 

Vince soon reached a 37- 
ball fifty and deposited Bar¬ 
nard for six over mid-wicket 
as 18 came off the 16th. 


Wheater swung Ajmal’s 
last ball for six before drill¬ 
ing a full toss into the hands 
of deep cover. 

But there was no stopping 
Vince, who ended the 18th 
over by sweeping successive 
Leach full tosses for six and 
four. 

After an innovative ramp 
shot for four, Vince elegant¬ 
ly drove his 13th and final 
boundary to reach his hun¬ 
dred from 61 balls. 

Sean Ervine (2) was run 
out by Shantry’s inadvertent 
deflection as the seamer fol¬ 
lowed through. 


And, needing four off the 
final ball to take Hampshire 
to 200, Owais Shah (5) was 
caught behind. 

As it turned out, 196 was 
plenty Moeen Ali, the pick 
of the Worcestershire attack 
with his off-spin, drove Will 
Smith and Fidel Edwards 
for fours in the opening two 
overs, which also contained 
boundaries for Daryl Mitch¬ 
ell as the home side raced to 
19-0 from the first two balls. 

But then Moeen top edged 
a pull against Wood’s sec¬ 
ond ball and was caught by 
Wheater. 
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McLaren 
speeds in 

HAMPSHIRE have signed 
South African all-rounder 
Ryan McLaren for the rest of 
the LV County Championship 
season. 

The 32-year old will play in 
the last four games, starting 
at Durham on September 1, 
following Tasmania’s decision 
to recall Jackson Bird. 

Bird has played his last 
match of the season for 
Hampshire as his state want 
him back to prepare for the 
start of the Australian 
domestic season. 

McLaren, a right-arm 
medium-fast bowler and hard¬ 
hitting lower-order batsman, 
took 112 Championship 
wickets at 25.3 for Kent from 
2007-09, as well as scoring 
863 runs at 21.6. 

He played two Tests, 12 T20 
internationals and 54 one-day 
internationals, but was 
dropped from the Proteas’ 
World Cup squad in January. 

McLaren was South Africa’s 
second top wicket taker in 
2014 with 23 wickets at 25.34, 
but missed out to Wayne 
Parnell. 

Hampshire coach Dale 
Benkenstein said: “I know 
Ryan very well, he’s a quality 
player who still wants to play 
a lot of cricket.” McLaren has 
4194 first-class runs at 32 and 
337 wickets at 26.33.

Edwards swung the ball 
at a fearsome pace in the 
fourth over but Mitchell, the 
scourge of Hampshire in re¬ 
cent LV County Champion¬ 
ship matches, hit Wood for 
four over cover at the begin¬ 
ning of the fifth which also 
saw Kohler-Cadmore thump 
the left-armer back down the 
ground. 

But Wood responded bril¬ 
liantly when Kohler-Cad- 
more (9) attempted a quick 
single against the penulti¬ 
mate ball of the powerplay, 
from Edwards. 

Fielding at short extra cov¬ 
er, Wood picked up the ball 
left-handed and threw down 
the stumps in one seamless 
movement. 

Worcestershire ended the 
powerplay on 39-2 and a bril¬ 
liant first over from Yasir 
Arafat followed to put the 
home side well behind the 
DLS target. 

Whiteley did his best to get 
Worcestershire nearer the 
required rate with succes¬ 
sive straight sixes in Daw¬ 
son’s first over. 

But the light was fading 


badly when Whiteley (16*) 
pulled his eighth ball, from 
Arafat, to a squinting Wood 
at deep square leg. 

Worcestershire were left to 
rue their lack of floodlights 
(hence the 5.30pm start) as 
they suffered a fifth defeat in 
as many quarter-finals and 
their first at New Road. 

Mitchell was unbeaten on 
a run-a-ball 20 when the offi¬ 
cials, Tim Robinson and Rob 


Bailey, decided the light was 
too bad to continue. 

He said: “It’s pretty tough 
to take but the umpires are 
two experienced guys so I 
won’t question it. If we’re 
honest we were behind the 
eight ball after the way 
Vincey played. 

“It was a good pitch and 
they were slightly above par 
which we felt was about 180. 
We still thought it was getta- 


ble but with the weather not 
being great we just tried to 
get ahead of the Duckworth 
Lewis. Unfortunately we 
lost a couple of wickets and 
weren’t able to.” 

Hampshire can now look 
forward to a sixth successive 
Finals Day appearance - a 
run that began back in 2010. 

Vince is the fourth Hamp¬ 
shire batsman to score a T20 
century and his 107 ranks as 
the county’s second highest 
individual score in the for¬ 
mat. “After falling short on 
99 against Kent earlier this 
season] it was great to get 
three figures,” he said. 

“We were going to bowl 
because of the wet weather 
so it turned out to be a good 
toss to lose! 

“It was a good pitch, nor¬ 
mally they can be a bit 
slower at New Road, so it 
was good to bat in condi¬ 
tions similar to what we get 
at home. 

“All the batters around me 
came in and scored quickly 
which was a great help. 


“You never feel like you 
have enough runs, especially 
when you look at their team 
and on a small ground, but 
the lads bowled and fielded 
really well. 

“It means a lot to get 
through to Finals Day, hope¬ 
fully we can now go on and 
win it.” 

Hampshire have twice 
made higher scores this sea¬ 
son (199-5 against Middlesex 
at Lord’s and 204-3 against 
Sussex at Hove). 

But this was only two shy 
of their highest total at the 
knockout stage of the compe¬ 
tition (theirl98-5 in last sea¬ 
son’s quarter-final, against 
Notts at Trent Bridge).

Hants tyro 
impresses 

BRAD Taylor was the stand¬ 
out player for England Under- 
19s in the opening game of 
the one-day series against 
their Australia counterparts - 
albeit in a losing cause. 

The Hampshire off-spinner 
showed many of his 
teammates how to bat with an 
unbeaten 33 (36 balls, five 
fours) as England were 
bowled out for 206 in 45.1 
overs at Gosforth on Tuesday. 

He then took the only two 
wickets to fall as Australia 
chased the runs down with 58 
balls to spare. 

Taylor, who finished with 
2-48 from his ten overs, will 
be aiming to help level the 
series at Derby on Monday 
after the second of the five 
matches was rained off at 
Chesterfield. 

Mason Crane was in the 
original 16-man England 
squad but his Hampshire 
commitments took priority.

Billy: I prefer umpiring...

Taylor has umpired his first T20 
Blast match this season, as well as 
five Royal London One-Day Cup 
games and three LV County Cham¬ 
pionships matches, having made his 
first-class umpiring debut last year, 
writes Simon Walter. 

Southampton-born Taylor, who won 
the County Championship with Sus¬ 
sex in 2003 before spending the next 
six seasons with his home county, 
enjoys umpiring more than playing. 

“No disrespect to playing but I love 
umpiring and I hope to do it for a long 
time,” he says. “I hugely enjoyed my 
time playing cricket and there are 
moments as a player I’ll always re¬ 
member. 

“Taking a hat-trick and scoring the 
winning runs off the last ball of a 
one-day game [both for Hampshire, 
against Middlesex and Derbyshire in 
2006] stand out. 

“Those moments will always stay 
with me but I feel at home in the mid¬ 
dle as an umpire and enjoy seeing the 
game from a different angle.” 

Taylor umpired former Hampshire 
Imran Tahir’s debut for Nottingham¬ 
shire recently. “I see a lot more of the 
game than I did as a player,” he con¬ 
tinued. “I was normally sweeping to 
Immy or at short fine leg so it’s nice 
to see what he’s doing and it was re¬ 
ally good to catch up with him. 

“Seeing fantastic spells of bowl¬ 
ing and seeing how players go about 
their business is fascinating.” 

Taylor has also noticed a stark dif¬ 


ference in concentration levels be¬ 
tween umpiring and playing. “Physi¬ 
cally it may not be as tough but it’s 
tougher mentally because you have 
to be switched on for every ball,” he 
said. 

“As a player I could switch off down 
at fine leg and get away with it but 
you can’t switch off as an umpire. 


“All of a sudden you have to make 
a match-changing decision that peo¬ 
ple will be judging you for over the 
course of four days. 

“You make decisions that change 
the course of a game and you hope 
you get more right than wrong 
“But my playing experience helps 
me, I can appreciate how tough it as 


a player.” 

It can be a tough as an umpire too. 
Taylor officiated an RLODC match 
at the Swalec Stadium on the same 
pitch that caused Hampshire’s aban¬ 
donment two days later. 

He and Paul Baldwin marked it 
above average, but the same col¬ 
league made a very different deci¬ 
sion 48 hours later. 

“It must have been difficult for 
them but they handled it well,” he 
said. “The guys made the right call 
and thankfully no-one was hurt.” 

Taylor is on the ECB’s reserve um¬ 
pire list but is aiming to be promoted 
to the full list soon. 

“I’m on a summer contract so will 
get my P45 in September and hope¬ 
fully get taken on again in April,” ex¬ 
plained the 38 year-old, who spends 
his winters working for a friend’s 
dog walking company, ‘Wag and 
Walk. 

“I’ve got a Lab Retriever and like to 
be outside so it suits me and keeps 
me fit,” he explains. 

Taylor, whose first game as an 
umpire was Hampshire 2nds game 
against Southampton Solent Univer¬ 
sity, has been back to officiate 2nd 
XI matches on the Nursery Ground, 
most recently in June. 

No doubt he will one day get the 
chance to walk to the Ageas Bowl 
from his Hedge End home to umpire 
a first-class match. 

“It’s a very different Hampshire 
side to the one I last played in but 
even if the personnel was similar 
it wouldn’t bother me,” he said. “I’d 
be ready to do it this season if I was 
called upon.” 


Bird’s sad 
at Pup exit 

JACKSON Bird admits he was 
sad to see Michael Clarke 
step down as Australia 
captain. 

The outgoing Hampshire 
fast bowler, who took 13 
wickets in his three Tests 
under Clarke two years ago, 
admits the Ashes losers are 
in a period of transition. 

He said: “It looks like there 
could be a few changes. I’m 
obviously sad to see Michael 
go. 

“He’s been a great captain 
for Australia for a while now.” 

Clarke made the first of his 
three County Championship 
centuries for Hampshire 
against Nottinghamshire at 
Trent Bridge in July, 2004. 

But ‘Pup’ was feeling very 
different emotions after 
England reclaimed the Ashes 
with victory by an innings and 
78 runs on the same ground 
last week. 

He made his decision to 
step down as Australia’s 
captain after an extraordinary 
few days that began with his 
side bowled out for 60 on the 
first morning. 

“It will be interesting to see 
what happens in the first Test 
of our summer. 

There will be a few guys 
pushing for selection so it’s a 
crucial start to the season. 
You never know really. 

“There will be a core group 
and the bowling group will 
probably stay the same but it 
will be interesting to see who 
fills those spots. 

“There are a couple of guys 
retiring and Brad Haddin and 
Shane Watson getting 
dropped. 

“Brad is 37 now and it 
would be great to see him 
play again but I’m not sure 
how long he has left to play.” 

Bird believes that Watson - 
a former Hampshire player 
like Clarke and himself - may 
return to the side. 

“I think Shane has still got a 
lot to offer for Australian 
cricket,” he continued. 

“Six months ago, we 
wouldn’t have thought this 
would happen but fair play to 
England - they played well in 
their home conditions. 

“Our batsman are good with 
the ball coming on to the bat 
a bit more in Australia. 

“Over here, I think your 
technique does get tested a 
lot more than it does back 
home. 

“The English bowlers 
exploited a few technical 
issues that our guys had and

The Australian has returned to 
Tasmania after taking 19 LV Coun¬ 
ty Championship wickets at 39.7, 
having missed the first six weeks 
of the season with a freak shoulder 
injury, writes Simon Walter. 

He was just rediscovering his best 
form when he was recalled after 
the 216-run win against Warwick¬ 
shire, but will be replaced by for¬ 
mer South Africa all-rounder Ryan 
McLaren for the last four games. 

“Hampshire are more than capa¬ 
ble of staying up without me here,” 
he said. 

“We’ve struggled but have cer¬ 
tainly got the players and we’re 
coming back into it more now. 

“We dominated this game [beat¬ 
ing Warwickshire by 216 runs] and 
hopefully we can take that momen¬ 
tum into the next few games now. 

“Mason and Fidel take wickets 
and someone like Tommo will come 
in and do his role and tie up one end 
to allow Fidel to do what he does 
best.”

Bird had hoped a good start to his 
first stint of county cricket would 
give him a chance of breaking into 
Australia’s Ashes squad. 

It was not to be, but from what he 
saw of his Hampshire teammates 
he believes they could soon be play¬ 
ing Test cricket. 

“I definitely think there are some 


future England players in the 
Hampshire team,” he said. 

“James Vince is as good a player 
as I have played with. He hits the 
ball so cleanly and in the shorter 
forms as well. 

“He’s an excellent t20 player and 
50-over player and I think he has 
got a bright future for England. 


“It was good to see him get a cen¬ 
tury, hopefully he can finish the 
season strongly 

“The young leggie, Mason Crane, 
has got a big future ahead of him 
as well. He has all the attributes. 

“He gets good fizz on the ball, 
good drift and has good control 
for an 18-year-old. He showed that 
against Warwickshire. He got 
wickets and put us in control. 

“And Liam Dawson can do very 
well if he can score consistent runs 
batting at six and pick up wickets 
with his left-arm spin.” 

Bird, who played the last of his 
three Tests against England at Dur¬ 
ham two years ago, was relieved 
not to be reminded of Australia’s 
Ashes defeat too often last week.

Devon ace 
delighted to 
be at Hants 

RYAN Stevenson says his first month 
at Hampshire has been “a whirlwind”. 

The Devon all-rounder was awarded 
a contract until the end of the season 
after impressing during the first two 
weeks of his trial, writes Simon 
Walter. 

Stevenson once had a promising 
golf career but has focused on cricket 
this year. 

Having grown up playing for 
Dartington & Totnes, who are 
captained by his dad in Devon’s B & C 
divisions, he moved up four levels to 
play in the county’s Premier League 
for Torquay CC this year.

“I went to America to play golf and 
study but it wasn’t for me.”

Stevenson, who describes himself as 
a bowling all-rounder, was working in 
his mum’s Post Office and running the 
camping business he has set up with 
his girlfriend on his dad’s chicken 
farm when he was not playing for 
Torquay and Devon.

I’m playing for Hampshire!” laughed 
the 23 year-old, who is staying at the 
ground’s Hilton Hotel during the week 
but still playing for Torquay at 
weekends. 

“I’ve always followed county cricket 
on TV so it’s been a brilliant 
experience. 

“Shaun Pollock was always my 
cricket hero growing up so as a ten 
year-old I made sure I got his 
autograph when he visited Taunton 
with Warwickshire!” 

Stevenson has impressed 
Hampshire with his pace and clean 
hitting and may well be back at the 
Ageas Bowl for coaching this winter. 

He said: “Second XI cricket is a step 
up [from the Devon Premier League]. 
Batsmen are more capable lower 
down, but I’m doing my best and 
working at my game all the time.”

HOME AWAY FROM HOME 



Bashley CC could be a new venue for Dorset’s Minor County Championship matches 


OFFICIALS of Dorset are 
weighing up the possibility 
of staging home matches 
outside the county for the 
first time in the club’s 119- 
year history, with Bashley 
(Rydal) a prospective venue. 

Dorset are looking for an alter¬ 
native venue as the pavilion and 
changing rooms at Dean Park - their 
current headquarters - may not be 
available next season, writes Mike 
Vimpany. 

Park School, which last year took a 
license for use of the site and facili¬ 
ties, is in the process of applying for 
planning consent for change of use at 
the venue. 

As a result, Dorset are preparing for 
their final three-day game of the sea¬ 
son against Berkshire, which starts 
tomorrow to be the last Minor Coun¬ 
ties Championship match staged at 
Dean Park. 

Former captain and current Dor¬ 
set CCC committee member Sean 
Walbridge confirmed club officials 
had already visited prospective new 
venues - with one in Hampshire and 
another in Somerset. 

Bashley (Rydal) and North Perrott 
in far off Crewkerne are both under 
consideration together with Bourne¬ 
mouth’s ground at Chapel Gate, 
Sherborne School, Weymouth and 
Dorchester. 

It is understood the proposed chang¬ 
es, which have not yet been finalised 
by Park School, will not affect recrea¬ 
tional, age-group or schools cricket 
being played at Dean Park. 

Walbridge, who now acts as Dorset 
team coordinator, explained: “Our 
understanding is that the pavilion 
will not be available to us next year 
and, therefore, we won’t be able to 
use the ground to stage Minor Coun¬ 
ties matches. Our final game of the 
season tomorrow is probably going 
to be the last one there.” 

Dean Park, which has hosted 343 
first-class matches and was used by 


Hampshire until 1992, is one of 17 
grounds used by Dorset since the 
club was founded in 1896. 

Park School owner Murray Smith 
said he hoped Dorset would continue 
to use the ground next year but add¬ 
ed: “We don’t know what we are plan¬ 
ning to do with the pavilion but, at 
some stage, it is going to have to start 
washing its face. 

“It is a listed building and it needs 
to generate funds in order to protect 
itself for it to be taken forward into 
the future. Cricket alone doesn’t pro¬ 
duce enough funds.” 

The Dorset Cricket Board is con¬ 
sidering applying for funding from 
Sport England to convert a building 
adjacent to the existing pavilion into 
a temporary one. 

County development manager 


Keith Brewer said: “We feel it’s very 
important to continue to play at Dean 
Park because it gives everyone a 
great experience of the sport. 

“We will explore every avenue as 
long as it is not financially crippling 
to the rest of cricket in the county. 

“I know the school understands 
we are not massively funded but we 
do our best to work together. I would 
like to stress that the school has been 
very helpful.” 

1 Long-serving David Lloyd has quit 
as captain of Premier Division One 
side Rowledge after seven years in 
the job. 

The all-rounder, an influential fig¬ 
ure at Rowledge, has handed over the 
reins to vice-captain Ben Wish.

Steve Smith will take over as 
Australia’s Test captain fol¬ 
lowing the imminent retire¬ 
ment of Michael Clarke. 

Clarke is stepping down and retir¬ 
ing from international cricket at the 
end of the current Ashes series in 
England. 

Cricket Australia has also con¬ 
firmed David Warner will serve as 
vice-captain. 

The announcement comes after 
Smith, 26, was also named as skipper 
for the upcoming one-day interna¬ 
tionals in Ireland and England. 

Smith, one of the world’s lead¬ 
ing batsmen, will also captain the 
Twenty20 side in the absence of the 
injured Aaron Finch. 

Smith’s appointment had been 
widely expected with the New South 
Wales player having previously depu¬ 
tised for Clarke in three Test match¬ 
es. 

National selector Rod Marsh said: 
“We have had a clear succession plan 
in place for the captaincy with Steve 
Smith gaining valuable experience 
leading the Australian Test team 
while Michael Clarke was recovering 
from injury last season. 

“When Michael made his deci¬ 
sion to retire last week it was a very 
straightforward decision for us to 
nominate Steve as his successor. 

“He has big shoes to fill but every¬ 
thing about him suggests he is the 
right man for the job. At 26, he is a 
fine young man with extraordinary 
talent, excellent leadership qualities 
and a terrific temperament. 

“He is highly regarded by the se¬ 


lectors and we congratulate him on 
being appointed to the role on an on¬ 
going basis. He should be incredibly 
proud.” 

Clarke announced his retirement 
last week after Australia were con¬ 
demned to defeat in the Ashes series 
by losing the fourth Test at Trent 
Bridge. England have an unassail¬ 


able 3-1 lead heading into the final 
match at The Oval, which starts next 
Thursday 

Smith’s time in charge of the team 
will therefore effectively begin with 
the one-day international against 
Ireland in Belfast on August 27. A 
T20 international and five more ODIs 
against England follow. 


Smith wrote on Twitter: ‘’It’s an 
honour and privilege to be given the 
opportunity to Captain the Austral¬ 
ian Cricket Team. I’m really excited 
about what lies ahead. We really 
want to send @MClarke23 out on a 
winning note this week. He’s had 
a magnificent career and is a true 
great of Australian cricket.” 


Jos wants 
historic 
fourth win 

ENGLAND have answered 
Alastair Cook’s calls to make 
Ashes history this summer - 
and Jos Buttler is confident 
they have it in them to do so 
again at The Oval. 

No England team has won 
four Ashes Tests on home 
soil since the battle for the 
urn began more than 130 
years ago - although the 
2013 series was a photo 
finish in fading light as 
Cook’s team had to settle for 
a 3-0 verdict. 

Buttler is determined to 
help repay Cook’s faith in 
England’s collective 
capabilities one more time by 
making it 4-1 in the final Test. 

At Trent Bridge last week, 
Stuart Broad’s brilliant 
bowling - and Joe Root’s 
continued form with the bat - 
dismantled the tourists as 
England regained the Ashes 
with an unassailable lead. 

Buttler, an ever-present in 
the series, wants to be on the 
highlights reel too. 

“The two guys - Joe getting 
a hundred and Stuart taking 
eight for 15 - that’s as good 
as you can get when your 
captain asks you to stand 
up,” he said. 

“You watch great series on 
the TV - ‘Sky Sports Classics’ 
- (and) in 20 years it will 
probably be that Broad spell 
that people talk about.” 

England’s wicketkeeper- 
batsman can already reflect 
on a summer to remember, 
but knows there is unfinished 
business - and a chance to 
make sure he is one of the 
household names for 
generations to come. 

“The opportunity to win four 
matches could make this 
series one of the most 
memorable,” he said. “It’s 
been a fantastic few weeks, 
and very surreal to have won 
the Ashes. 

“You’re pinching yourself to 
be part of it. Then to win it... 
is something you’ll remember 
for the rest of your life. 

“It’s been really great to 
see the crowd’s reaction to 
winning games, you really 
feel that sense of the country 
being on your side. 

“There was always an 
underlying belief in the side 
that it could be done. It’s 
been a rollercoaster series, 
some great performances 
from individuals - it seems to 
have had it all.”
